Washington, March 25.—Great prog- 
ress was made by the senate today in 
disposing of proposed amendments to 
the Aldrich currency bill. It was evi- 
dent throughout the session that the | 
bill will be perfected in the form ap- 
proved by the finance committee. 

The amendments reported -by the 
committee were all adopted without 
opposition, and then one senator after 
another offered additional armmend- 
ments, which, except in the case of 
one proposed by Senator DuPont an@ 
one by Senator Lodge, were voted 


down, Senator DuPont's amendment 
provided that during the first six 
months the emergency currency is out, 
interest shall be paid at the rate of 
one-half of one per cent per month, 
and after six months at the rate of 
three-fourths of one per cent per 
month. Mr. Aldrich said this amend- 
ment would be accepted by the com- 
mittee, and it was agreed to. The 
amendment by Mr. Lodge admitted 
bonds of the insular government of 
Porto Rico as a basis for the emerg- 
ency currency. 


Several Amendments Laid Aside. 


Several amendments were proposed 
and laid aside. Among these were the 
amendments offered by Mr. Lodge for 
the acceptance of bonds of the Philip- 
pine islands and of the city of Manila 
among the securities for the issuance 
of emergency notes; by Senator Nelson, 
for the payment of interest at not less 
than i1t-2 per cent on deposits of 
public money in national banks; also 
by Mr. Nelson, repealing sections of 
the law giving credit to national 
banks for parts of their reserve de- 
posited in other banks. Senator Al- 
drich promised that the committee 
would take up all amendments re- 
lating to bank reserves and report to- 
morrow. 

An amendment by Mr. Heyburn re- 
quiring national banks to keep on 
hand not less than !5 per cent of their 
deposits as a reserve was defeated, 
56 to 2. 

Senator McLaurin offered amend- 
ments, all of which were defeated, by 
which he sought to make a govern- 
ment claim egainst failed. national 
banks on account of the issuance of 
emergency notes subordinate to those 
of depositors, also providing that no 
officer of a national bank shall be 
permitted to hold an office in any 
other euch bank, and providing that 
individuels should be allowed to re- 
acive treasury notes from the depart- 
ment on the same terms that the bills 
permits banks to secure emergency 
currency. 


No Leans on Farm Mortgages. 


Senator Nelson ‘offered an amend- 
ment, which was voted down, allow- 
ing banks to make iloang on farm 
mortgages. 

Senator Aldrich made another state- 
ment relative to the appointment of a 
monetary commission, in response to a 
question from Senator Owen, saying: 

‘It is apparent to me that recent 
events have shown an absolute neces- 
sity for taking up this question in a 
legislative way. and the preparation 
for that will be entered upon in the 
immediate future.” 

The discussion on Senator Mc- 
laurin’'s amendments served to bring 
out a statement by Mr. Aldrich. in 
which he said he would never consent 
to taking away safeguards of national 
bank notes which had existed by act 
of congress for forty years, a govern- 
ment preference having existed for 
more than a century. 

Replying to a question by Mr. Me- 
Laurin, Mr. Aldrich said that while it 
was true that the vernment'’s guar- 
antee would be pe yet various cu- 
mulative guarantees had been thrown 
about the curreney in order that ab- 


solute confidence in it might prevail. 
He remembered a time when the se- | 
curities of the United States were not 
at par and when the bonds of Missis- | 
sippi were not accepted in market | 
places. He said the double liability of. 
stockholders of the banks was a guar- } 
antee that the depositors would never} 
lose anything on account of the gov-| 
ernment's prior claim. 

As to Philippine Bonds. , 


While the question of accepting Phil- | 
ippine bonds as security was under) 
consideration, Senator Teller spoke in| 
opposition to the proposition, basing his | 
objection on the ground that there 
would be no means of determining their 
value and said: 

“I do not want to do anything that 
will tle that country to this. I want 
to see the island cut loose from this 
country. If we have a war with Japan 
we will not have trouble with them as 
Japan will walk in and take them.” 

Replying, Mr. Lodge argued that con- 
gress should not discredit bonds issued 
on its authority. He contended that the 
bonds were practically similar to state 
and municipal bonds in this country, 
which are not acceptable for govern- 
ment deposits of money in the banks. 

Mr. Nelsen's amendment providing 
that national banks should be autnhor- 
izexi to loan upon farm mortgages led 
Senator Aldrich to deciare that for 
bank purposes the farm mortgage was 
the last thing that ought to be ac- 
cepted. 

Several senators from the western 
states arose to defend farm mortgages 
as securities, Mr. Aldrich replying that 
he had no criticism to make of them 
as securities. but mtrely wished to be 
understood in saying that they were 
wholly unfit to be used for banking 
purposes.

Park Woedvard Shaws Needs, 
and Profits of Department 


[IMPROVEMENTS ARE NEEDED 


Sentiment of Committee of Twenty- 
five Im That Necessities for 
Plant Should Be Puarchased 
at Once—Steady Growth 
Shown in Report. 


The committee of twenty-five appoint- 
ed by President Asa G. Candler, of 
the chamber of commerce, to inves- 
tigate the needs of the city, in connec- 
tion with the proposed bond issue of 
$1,000,000, has been called to meet, to 
hear reports of the subcommittees, Fri- 
day afternoon at 4 o'clock. 

"Yesterday afternoon the subcommit- 
tee on “streets and sewers,”’ of which 
Forrest Adair is chairman, met for the 
third time to consider the questien of 
making a recommendation for a” por- 
tion of the bonds to be set aside for 
the improvement, and enlargement of 
the Atlanta waterworks department. 

An interesting statement was read, as 
filed by Superintendent Park Wood- 
ward, of the waterworks department, 
showing the needs of this department, 
estimating the sum necessary to place 
it in proper condition at $602,000, and 
showing conclusively thet this depart- 
ment was the only self-sustaining and 
money making department in the city. 
The committee was, seemingly, most 
agreely impressed by these reports, and 
will make a report on this subject to 
the committee of twenty-five, which 
meets on Friday. 

Captain Clayton, who is one of the 
best posted of the committeemen 
present, on the waterworks situation, 
showed where there was need for an- 
Other reservoir, a larger and another 
coagulating basin, larger mains and 
the like to keep up with the ever-in- 
creasing growth of the city. Former 
Mayor J. G. Woodward stated that the 
average daily consumption of water 
pumped into the city was 10,300,..- gal- 
lons for the year 1907. 

Captain Clayton stated that at pres- 
ent the filtration plant was capacitated 
only at 7,000,000 gallons, and _ that 
with the new'4,000,000 additional filtra- 
tion plant the capacity would be run 
up to 11,000,000 daily, while during the 
summer it was shown that the plant 
often furnished 22,600,000 gallons of 
water to the city a day, trebling the 
present filtering car ‘ity and doubling 
that which is being installed. 


Would Banish Sickness. 


It was also argued that much of the 
city’s sickness wag brought about dur- 
ing the summer months by the use of 
unfiltered water and lack of proper 
sewerage connection. 

Secretary Walter G*eCooper mada a 
statement in regard to the street wpon 
which he lived in West End, showing 
how the _ introduction of water- 
works along the street nas puilt up tne 
street, increased the tax valuationg and 
run up the water revenues. He had 
figures to prove that there were over 
60 miles of thickly populated streets in 
th city without water mains. 

Chairman Forrest Adair expressed the 
sentiment of the committee when he. 
said: “I was never more amazed in 
my life than when reading the state- 
ment furnished, at our request, from 
General Manager Woodward, of the 
waterworks department. This report 
shows that the cash receipts of this 


plant, owned wy the city, have run up 
from $83,389.39 in i886, the year after 
our big exposition, to %3323,400.06 for | 
the past year. Just quadrupled in (1 | 
years. 

“Tf, we were a board of directors. 
owning this money-making property as 
private individuals, I know what we 
woulo do. We would wire for these 
necessities tonight. 

“Atlanta stands in the position of a 
merchant who has a good line of goods; 
is selling more than he can deliver, and 
is Josing money because he hasnt got 
energy enough to go out and uire an- 
other team. 

“This department is self-supporting, 
and a-money-maker. [If it continues to 
make in the next ten years. and we 
have no reason to doubt ft, in this same 
ratio the annual income from this 
source alone will be to the city $973,- 
000. It is a revelation to any one who 
wil] study these figures.”

If no such prohibition was issued, the con- 
tract would then only be liable to attack on 
the ground that it constituted an unreason- 
able restraint of trade. Whenever the period 
of filing had passed without any such pro- 
hibition, the contracts or combinationg could 
‘be disapproved or forbidden only after notice 
and heering with a reasonable provision for 
summary review on appeal by. the courts. 
Labor organizations, farmers’ organizations, 
and other organizations not organized for pur- 
poses of profit, should be allowed to register 
under the law by giving the location of the 
head office. the charter and by-laws, and the 
names and addresses & their principal offi- 
cers. In the interest of all these organiza- 
tions—business, labor and farmers’ organtza- 
tion alike—the present provision permitting 
the recovery of threefold damages should be 
abolished, and as a substitute therefor the 
right of recovery allowed for should be only 
the damages sustained by the plaintiff and 
the ‘cost of suit, including a reasonable at- 
torney’s fee.

The message is as follows: 

To the Senate and House of Representatives: 
Il call your attention to certain measures as 
to which I think there should be action by 
the congress before the close of the present 
session. There is ample time for their con- 
sideration. As regards moat if not all of the 
matters, bille have been introduced into one 
or the other of the two houses, and it is not 
too much to hope that action wilY be taken 
one way or the @ther on these bills at the 
present session. In my message at the open- 
ing of the present session, and, indeed, tn 
Various meesages to previous congresses, I 
have repeatedly suggested action on mest of 
these measures. 

Child labor ghould be prohibited throughout 
the nation. At least a model child labor bill 
should be passed for the District of Columbia. 
It is unfortunate that in the one place solely 
dependent upon congress for its legislation 
there should be no law whatever to protect 
children by forbidding or regulating their 
labor. 

I renew my recommendation for the tmmedi- 
ate reenactment of an employers’ lability 
law, drawn to conform .o the recent decision 
of the supreme: court.

It is a reproach to us as a nation 
that in both federal and state legisiation we 
have afforded less protection to public and 
private’ employees than; any other industrial 
country of the world.

Moreover, violence, disorder, and coercion, 
when committed in connection with strikes, 
should be as promptly and as sterniy re- 
pressed as when committed in any other con- 
mection.- But strikes themselves are, and 
should be, recognized to be entirely legal. 
Combinations of workingmen have a peculiar 
reason for their existence. The very wealthy 
individual employer, and still more the very 
wealthy corporation, stand at an enormous 
advantage when compared. to the individual 
workingman; and while there are many cases 
where it may not be necessary for laborers to 
form a union, in many other cases it is in- 
dispensable, for otherwise the thousands of 
emali units, the thousands of individuel 
workingmen, will be left helpless in thelr 
dealings with the one b:g unit, the big in- 
dividual or corporate employer.

bor, and the protectias of the individual 
rights .of the workmen in the prosecution | 
of their trade or trades; and in the act of 
June 1, 1806, strikes were recognized as 
legal in the same proviston: that forbade par- 
ticipation in or instigation of force or vio- 
lence against persons or property, or the at- 
tempt to prevent others from working, by 
violence, threat, or intimidation. The busi- 
ness. man must be protected in person and 
property, and so must the farmer and the 
wageworker; and as regards all alike, the 
right of peaceful combination for all lawful 
purposes should be exptficitly recognized. 


Rights of Employers and Employees. 


The right of employers to combine and 
contract with one another and with their 
employees should be explicitly recognized ; 
and so should the right of the employees to 
combine and to contract with one another and 
with the employers, and to seek peaceably 
to persuade others to accept their views, and 
to strike for’ the purpose of peaceably ob- 
tnining from employers satisfactery terms for 
their labor. Nothing should be done to legal- 
ize either a blacklist or a boycott that would 
be illegal at common law; this being the 
type of boycott defined and condemned by the 
anthracite strike commission. 

The question of financial legislation is now 
receiving such attention in both houses that 
we have a right to expect action before the 
close of the session. It is urgently necessary 
that there should be such action. Moreover, 
action should be taken to establish postal 
savings banks. These postal savings banks 
are imperativély needea for the benefit of 
the wageworkers and men of small means, 
and will be a valuable adjunct to our whole

Tardiness is Dented. 


iD response to Mr. Clay's charge that

has been actively engaged upon this 
very question. Half a doze ndifferent 
bills from half a dozen different sources 
——one, I belMeve, introduced by the sen- 
ator himself, one by his colleague (Mr.

mittee for something !liKe six weeks. 
During all of my service on that com-

Washington, March 25.—(Special.)— 
Of the total fund of $520,000 in the 
| possession of Oberlin M. Carter in Oc- 
tober, 1897, the ex-army officer now 
has securities actually worth about 
| $30,000. The court has held these se- 
curities to be rightfully his, since the 
attorneys for the government have 
_been unable to show any connection 


* between them and the peculations in 


: 


, connection with river and habor im- 
provements in Georgia in which Car- 
ter was implicated with Greene and 
Gaynor. 

Marion Erwin, of Macon, Ga., special 
assistant to the attorney general in 
the prosecution of the suits against 
Carter, is in Washington. He is in 
consultation with the officials of the 
department of justice to decide wheth- 
er or not the government will appeal 


regard to the $30,000 held not to be 
a part of the trust fund, and as to 
further action of the court in refusing 
to give the government a deficiency 
judgment for the fund dissipated by 
the agents of Carter. 


Large Sum Traced. 


Of the half million dollars held by 
Carter ten years ago, securities to the 
value of $367,822.71 were traced and 
placed in the hands of receivers. The 
income collected by the receivers 
brings the total amount due the gov- 
ernment? under the decree of the court, 
up to $400,000. 4 

The report that Captain Carter 
would make application to be restored 
to his old rank was declared by Mr. 
Erwin to be utterly without founda- 
tion. There was no ground in the de- 
cision of Judge Kohlisaat upon which 
he could rest such a claim. 

The present suits, said Mr. Erwin. 
were not brought to establish Captain 
Carter’s guilt or innocence, that issue 
was settied by the findings of the 
courtmartial, reviewed by Attorney 
General Griggs and approved by 
President McKinley.: These suits were 
to recover the public moneys intrusted 
to Captain Carter and fraudulently 
diverted and which found their way 
back into Carter’s hands. The decree 
awards the government the bulk of 
the assets claimed in these suits, and 
takes them directly out of the hands 
of Carter or his agents. 


What Judge Kohlisaat Said. — 


Judge Kohlsaat rendered an inter- 
locutory opinion on January 9, 1908, in 
which among other things he said: 

“The evidence to be found in the rec- 
ord with regard to the financia) trans- 
actions of Carter, Westcott and the 
contractors, Greene & Gaynor, Is both 
vast and intricate, and entirely cir- 
cumstantial. It has been read and re- 
read by the court. as presented in the 
briefs and depositions. To recite it 
here is of no value. Suffice it to say 
that without passing directly upon the 
questions as to whether Carter had 
actual Knowledge of, and connived at, 
this raid upon the government, the 
facts brought out concerning these 
financia! transactions are such that he 
must, as a conclusion of law. be held 
chargeable with knowledge of what 
was being done in the premises. This 
fact alone makes it clear that the gOV- 
ernment is entitled to a decree award- 
ing to it each and every of said pleces 
of property held by the receivers, which 
shall be found to have been purchased, 
directly or indirectly. with moneys re- 
ceived by Westcott or any one else, or 
in any other way from funds made up 
of profits realized by the contractors 
under the contracts {n suit.’’ 

Subsequently the judge took up 
tracing of the trust fund in detail. 


Rights of Parties Settled. 


On Saturday last Judge Kohlsaat en- 
tered a decree settling the rights of the 
parties in accordance with hig opinion, 
in substance as follows: 

The decree declines to give the gov- 
ernment a deficiency judgment against 
Oberlin M. Carter for the amount of 
the trust money diverted by Oberlin Ww. 
Carter’s agents between October, 1897, 
and the time of the filing of the bills tn 
1901, and which had im part been paid 
out in fees to Carter's attorneys, mut 
left the government the right to pursue 
the agents. ) 

The decree denied the claim of Car- 
ter’s Drother and uncle, who had han- 
died the fund for Carter while he was 
in the penitentiary. for salaries as 
against the fund awarded the govern- 
ment. 

The decree gives the government a 
deficiency judgment against I. Stanton 
Carter, a brother of Oberlin M. Carter. 
for $11,464.16 for the amount of the 
trust fund not accounted for by him. 

All questions as to allowances for 
costs and expenses of administration 
Were resérved by the decree to be 
passed on by the court later. 

These questions are to be taken up 
before the court next week.

Tha Tax Assessors Report 
Values of Macon Property 
At $22,270,766. 


Macon, Ga., March 26.—(Special.)— 
The tax assessors of the city of Macon 
reached out after nearly four million 
dollars in values this year as an in- 
crease over the assessments of last 
year. The total figures as given in 
the reports to council reached $22,270,- 
766. This included both real and per- 
sonal property. There was a decrease 
in personal property values this time 
over last year’s assessments and s&s 
very large increase over last year in 
real estate.

SAVANNAH RIVER MADE 
HIGHEST RECORD OF YEAR 


Augusta, Ga. March 25.—(Special.)— 
The Savannah river had a maximum 
of 20 feet 9 inches this morning at 9 
o'clock, and after standing at this fig- 
ure for several hours hag this afternoon 
begun to recede slowly. This is the 
highest record of the year, though high 
streams bave been recorded several 
times since December began. 

There is no freshet, but the mills are 
forced.to shut down, and the water is 
five feet about the dam at the locks. 
This mé@ans a flooded canal, and. in 
some of the mili districts, the water 
has overflewed the canal banks and is 
under houses. South and east of the 
city also severa} farms have been in- 
undated, and the brick yards are par- 
tially under water. Not a little dam- 
age will be done to the large hay 
farms in thig terfitory, and the ferry 
road will have to be repaired on ac- 
count of a great washout.

Macon Postmaster Talks af WEFT A] MACON 


Stale and Natienal 
Polities, 


Hon. Harry Stillwell Edwards, post- 
master at Macon, distinguished Georgia 
journalist, an@ noted threughout the 
country for his literary productions, 
spent Wednesday in Atlanta in at- 
tend&ance on the republican state execu- 
tive committee. In speaking of the 
national political outiook, Mr. Edwards 
said he had no doubt whatever that 
Judge Taft would be the choice of the 
Georgia delegation. He felt sure that 
the colored members of the party, 
despite their present loyalty to other 
possibilities, would, when the time 
came, throw aside any prejudice and 
vote for Judge Taft. Mr. Edwards 
sald: 

“IT am perhaps not so well informed 
as to the political situation in Georgia 
as some others; but I think it safe to 
predict that whatever may be the ex- 
tent of the skirmishing between the 
friends and opponents of the admin- 
istration, in the end the whole Georgia 


vote in the Chicago convention will be 
cast for Judge Taft. We are obliged to 
admit that many, perhaps most of our 
colored members, are perfectly honest 
in their loyalty to the leaders of their 
race, and will endeavor to keep their 
promises, if promises have been made, 
but the loyalty of these peopie to the 
republican party is superior to every- 
thing in thelr political code, and as 
soon as they understand that the great 
body of republicans throughout the 
country have centered on Judge Taft 
for the presidency, following the un- 
broken history of their race, they will 
pledge their loyalty to the party's 
cholce. 

“Tl have recently returned from the 
north, where I went in the interest of 
Georgia’s greatest spring, ‘The White 
Elk,’ and not for political purposes; 
but in Washington, New York and on 
the trains, the most careful attention 
to public expressions of opinions could 
uncover no organized and,working Op- 
position to Judge Taft’s candidacy 
among the members of his own party. 
His candidacy is open and active, and 
his headquarters the busiest spot in 
Washington outside of congress and 
the white house, while nowhere could 
I find an organigation at work for any 
other candidate. As nearly as may be, 
so far in advance of the convention, 
his nomination is conceded. The Taft 
hearquarters publish every few days 
the action of the conventions through- 
out the states, both district and county, 
and the action of executive committees. 
The sense of all these overwhelmingly 
indicates that Judge Taft will sweep 
the country, and if not nominated on 
the first ballot, will be unanimously 
chosen on the second. 

“The Chicago convention is called for 

June 16, less than three months off. It 
is not possible for any human agency 
to organize within that time an opposi- 
tion. that could seriously embarrass 
him. ‘ 
“T called on the president and found 
him smilingly meeting the daily shock 
of his position. He does not show any 
wear or tear, and looks ag well as he 
did seven years ago when I first saw 
him. The statement that he is suffer- 
ing from strain is absurd. The only 
strain that could hurt him would be 
that of inactivity. I have it from him, 
that he is absolutely out of the poss!i- 
bilities of renomination, and that he 
considers himself. bound by his first 
announcement on this subject. 

"There is a great deal of talk of a 
stampede to Roosevelt in the event 
that Judge Taft's nomination is block- 
ed: but, as there cannot arise any 
such situation, this need not be dis- 
cussed. 

“The president said that had he be- 
come a candidate again, the assurances 
given convinced him that he would 
have received a strong indorsement 
from the south, especially from Geor- 
gia, and if he had any regrets what- 
ever in passing from the field, that he 
had to do so before this indorsement 
could be expressed. 

“The action of the state central com- 
mittee today embraces about all the 
state news to be had in republican 
circles. I do not think that the repub- 
licans will‘ put out a candidate for 
governor. On the disfranchisement bill, 
they are a unit in opposing. They 
favor any measure that will purify the 
ballot and place it in the hands only 
of the intelligent, respectable and in- 
dustrious of both races who comply 
with the simpler duties of citizenship; 
and, if the democrats of this state have 
this object alone in view, there will be 
no opposition from’ republicans. Some 
of the important features of such a 
measure are embraced in the party's 
convention call. No man can serve as 
a delegate in any convention who has 
not paid his taxes; and in this the 
republicans go further than the demo- 
crats, if I am not mistaken. 

“I am a@ member of the central com- 
mittee by reason of the fact that I 
was a delegate to the last national 
convention, but this is the first meet- 
ing I have attended. I was impressed 
by the orderly business-like methods 
of our colored members and their hope- 
fulness and confidence in the wisdom 
and moderation of the white people 
who control in Georgia affairs.

Nothing wae said or done which would 
give any inkling of sentiment regarding 
presidential nominees, and the major 
portion of the time was devoted to 
talks on the necessity for registering 
in order to vote against the disfran- 
chisement act. p 

There were fifty-two members of the 
committee present, and they were 
pretty evenly divided by the color line. 

It was, however, as has been said, @ 
very harmonious meeting. 

Strife dnd Discord Barred. 


The meeting was called to order by 
United States Marshal Walter H. John- 
son. Mr. Johnson was wery brief in 
his remarks. He gesaid it was time for 
hard work, and no time for discord or 
strife. 

Upon the motion of H. M. Portes of 
Augusta, a committee on _ resolutions 
Was appointed. This committe® was 
composed of H. M. Porter. H. L. John- 
son, J. M. Barnes, H. 8.

New York, Marah 25.—The support of 
prices, which was still in evidence to- 
day, showed signs of strain and there 
was a disposition towards redction. Tnis 
occurred without any change in the 
character of the news, although there 
was the inevitable change in the way 
of looking at the news, whch always 
comes to thowe active in the stock mar- 
ket. The aotion of today’s market left 
the inference that the increase in the 
outside demand .for stocks yesterday, 
which was beyond dispute, was taken 
advantage of to sell stocks on a large 
scale by thoweewho had accumulated 
holdings at previous lower levels.

LATE IN THE DAY 


Clased at Decline. of More 
Than a Cent 


Reports That Fall Sown Wheat in 
the Southwest Was in Good. 
Condition Caused Heavy 
Sales by Commission 
Houses. 


Chicago, March 25.—Wheat prices on 
local exchange declined’ more than 
cent per bushel today, on account of 
the general selling, based mainly on 
the favoraple outlook for the new crop 
in the southwest. At the close, the May 
delivery was off 3-4c. Corn was down 
i-2c. Oats were unchanged. and pro» 
visiong unchanged to a shade higher. 

The shimp in the wheat market oc- 
curred late in the day, forcing consid- 
erable firmness early in the session, Pit 
traders were bearishly inelined 
throughout the entire day, on account 
of reports emanating in the southwest, 
which claimed that the fall-sown crop 
was in good condition; but offermgs 
from this source were not sufficient to 
cause any decline until augmented dur- 
ing the final hour by heavy sales by 
leading commission houses. 

The early strength was due to an ad- 
vance at Liverpool and to small re- 
ceipts in the northwest. Absence of 
demand .for cash wheat here was an 
addition’! depressing factor late in the 
day. The market closed weak. May 
opened about unchanged at 95 1-8c to 
l-4c, advanced to 955-8c, and then de- 
clined to '941-8c. The close was 94 3-8c. 
Clearances of wheat and flour were 
equal to 195,000 bushels. Primary re- 
ceipts were 423,000 bushels, compared 
with 380,000 bushels the corresponding 
day a year ago. Minneapolis, Duluth 
and Chicago reported receipts of 225 
cars, against 397 cars last week. 

The corn market was strong during 
the greater part of the session, but 
weakened late in the day, on heavy 
realizing sales. The market closed weak. 
May opened unchanged at 673-8 to 
67 |-2c, sold at 673-8¢, and then de- 
Clined to 663-4c. The close was at 
66 7-8c. Local receipts were 120 cars 
with four of contract grade, 

There was very little trade in the 
oats market and prices were steady all 
day. May opened 1!-8c higher, at 54 1-2c, 
sold off to 54 1-8c, and closed at 54 3-8c, 
Local receipts were 164 cars. 

Provisions were quite firm early in 
the day, because of a !0 to 15c advance 
in live hogs, but rather free offerings 
from pit traders and local packers 
caused a loss of all the earlier gains, 
the market closing steady. The decline 
in corn was a bearish factor. At the 
close, May pork was a shade higher, at 
$12.47 1-2.
